The Society moved to its present premises, which were purpose built by the Adam 
brothers as part of their Adelphi development, in 1774.

A. H. Baldwin and Sons Ltd., founded in 1872, has had premises in The Adelphi 
since the 1920's and since 1970 at 11 Adelphi Terrace. The original Terrace was 
demolished in 1936. The drawing is derived from part of Robert Adam’s original 


plans for his Royal Terrace, and depicts the house at the West end of the Terrace at 
the corner of Robert Street.

The late Ralph C. Gordon (1921-1992) once declared he wanted to be not a collector, not a trader, not 
an investor, but the expert, "the one who knows more than anyone else" about the coinage of the West 
Indies in the Napoleonic Era. His comprehensive book (see References below) is good evidence he 
made it. Further proof is the MS of his unpublished companion book: The Silver Coinage. 


His background certainly prepared him for that life's work. French-speaking since the age of 3, an 
education strong in the Classics, a love of history, European travels, and a year at Stowe, one of the 
English Public Schools. Graduating from Yale in 1943, he served as a Naval lieutenant in WWIL, then 
graduated from Merrill Lynch's second Account Executive course. The cause and date of his interest 
in West Indies gold coins remain unknown but the acquisition of some examples goes back to before 
the Korean War. He finally made Martinique his home for the rest of his life, although he spent long 
periods in his native New York. He travelled to auctions, visited libraries, researched practically 
undisturbed archives, and kept busy writing - up to four projects at once. 


Gordon's first article in 1966 was a very readable illustrated magazine article, in French, on the gold 
coins of the French Antilles. The English equivalent appeared 21 years later as the first part of his 
book. Four commentaries appeared in Henry Christensen Inc.'s Mail Auction sale catalogues:

The cataloguer has serious doubts about this piece in spite of a lack of time to research thoroughly. He believes it is 
the same hand that made the punches for the false VI-Bitts (see lot 117) and the XII Bitts, the false punch for which is 
in the possession of A. H. Baldwin & Sons Ltd (but mislaid at present). Suspicions having been aroused, it appears 
that:- 


(i) The 1811 legislation is for a ring VI-Bitts and a plug III-Bitts (Pridmore p 322) 


(ii) Pridmore's West Indies volume published in 1965 and the Howard D Gibbs auction sale catalogue of 1966 
would seem to be the earliest record of the denomination, although it should have been in existence for 150 years. 


(iii) The host coins are + 25 years older than those of the XII-Bitts. There are four known, viz 
Wie Byrne 1093, ex Gibbs (not in sale) 
1779 Karon SCA 78, 813, ex Pridmore 350 
1783 Spink SCA 50, 209, ex Gibbs 1842 
1781 Gordon, ex ???
